April 27th, 1867.

ly as uncalled for tis it is absurd. 
Diseases of the liver are generally most 
common after wet seasons, and are also 
roduced in sheep that have heen grazin, 
for a considerable time on low, wet land. 
In the treatment of your sheep we would 
advise You to attend to their general com- 
fort by placing them where they have plen- 
ty of pure air, and also to give a change of 
tood occasionally; and be sure to allow a 
moderate supply of hay of the best quality. 
You might also give a saline purge, consist- 
ing of epsom salts two ounces, nitrous 
ether half..ap ounce, and about .two 
drachms of ginger, to be given in & pint of 
water. If the putient becomes weak, the 
strength should be supported by gruel, and 
an occasional dose of nitrous ether. Cana- 
dian Farmer. 


Features of a Perfect Animal, 


A perfect breeding or feeding anima! 
Ngan 4 fine expression of counte- 
nance—mild, serene and expressive, It 
should be fine in tho bone, with clean 
muzzle, and a tail like a rat's. It should 
be short on tlie legs, and not ewe necked. 
It should have a small well-put-on head, 
with s prominent eye; it should have a 
skin not too thick nor yet too thin, cover- 
ed with fine, silky hair—to the touch like a 
fady’s glove ; itshould be straight-backed ; 
wel ribbed up and well nbbed home; the 
hook bones should not be too wide apart. 
A wide-hooked animal, especially a cow 
after calving, always has a vacancy between 
the hook and the tail, and a want of the 
most valuable part of the carcase. A level 
line should ron from the hook to'the tail.

The 
question is now being agitated in New 
Brunswick, and the St, Johns News writes d 
strongly in favor of the principle, and — 
against what it terms" political ploralists”” 
The strongest argument advanced is the 
fact that the two legislatures might possi- 
bly meet at the same time, and that the 
local and sectional views which would 
necessarily be inculeated and practiced 10 
a local parliament would unfit the member 
for the higher sphere of legislating for the 
whole Dominion, and thatthe time re 
quired for both positions would be greater 
than most men would be willing to give. 
There is much “force” in these objections, 
particularly the latter. Io a new country 
like this, where we have so few whose busi- — 
ness relations would justify the giving of 
their whole time to politics, it is but rea-— 
sonable to suppose that the interests of the 
Local, or those of the Dominion would be 
neglected. On the other hand, the exclu- 
sion of our best men from the local legisla: 
ture would prove an focalctlable loss to 
all the Provinces, particularly at the pres- 
ent moment, when the best and most prac- 
tical minds are required to set the diffe: 
ent parts of this great machinery at work.

Lameness, of all kinds and degrees, 
Diseases of any of the internal organs. 
Cough of all kinds, as long as it existe, 
Colds or catarrhs, while they Inst. Roar- 
ing; broken wind ; grease ; mange ; farcy 
and glanders ; megrims or staggers ; foun 
der ; convex fect: contracted feet ; spavins 
and ringbones ; enlargements of the sinews 
or ligaménis ; cataracts and other defects 
of the eyes, imparing sight. 

The following may or many not occas 
jon unsoundness, according to the state or 
degree in which they exist. Corns, splints, ) 
thrushes, bone spay through pins, wind 
galls, crib-biting. Curbs are unsoundness 
unless the horse hos worked with them tor 
some montlis without inconvenience. 
Cutting, particularly speedy cutting, con 
stitutes unsoundness when it can not be 
remedied by care aud skill. Quidding, 
when a contirmed habit, injures the sound 
ness of a horse,

Defects called blemishes are; Scars 
from broken knees : capped hooks, splints, 
bog spaying, and thorough pins; loss of 
hair, from blisters or sears ; enlargements 


from blows or cutting, and specks or 
streaks on the corner of the eye. 

Vices are ; Restivencss, shying, bolting, 
running away, kicking, rearing, weaviog 
or moving the head from side to side, 
stringhalt, quidding, slipping the halter. 

Farmers shonld not r ve their 
horses proper exercise, Do not snffer the 
horses to stand the whole week in the sta- 
ble but give,at lenst, one bonr'’s exercise 
daily. Give sloppy food at least twice a 
week, und throw « lump of rock salt in 
the manger,

Bones. —The Massachusetts Farmer gives 
the following directions for dissolving 


bones: Take a few barrels,—old sugar 
casks are as good as any,—and first put in 
at the bottom a layer Of wood ashes, then 


a layer of bones, and then upon it another 
layer of woo«l ashes, and so on alternately 


till the barrels orcasks are filled, If the 
bones are partially broken wit an axe or 
otherwise first, it will facilitate their dis- 
solution. These ashes now must be kept 
moist by adding water from time to time, 
and if they-stand ont doors under the shade 
of some old tree on the north side of a 
building, they will reqmre less frequent 
attention, An occasional wetting with 
chamber lye is heneticial.—In from ten to 
six months, according to the size of the 
bones and the care with which the ashes 
are moistened, the bones will be dissolved 
and the compost is fitto use, This is the 
most economical method of reducing them, 
and if every farmer would pick up the 
hones that are scattered about his premises 
and trent them in this way he would show 
signs of thrift. .

Mineralogy. 


NUMBER I 


To the Rditor of the Daily Intelligencer. 


As tho chief interest of the commu. 
nity, both in town and country, centres at 
present la the gold mines of the North Rid. 
Ing, I have thought that it would not be in- 
appropriate to the th or inacceptable to 
yourself or your numerous readers, to give 


you a few loose notes on the mineralogical 
charnctoriatic of the district, so far as I have 
yot ascertained them, and from time to time 
as I have the opportunity of making myself 
more thoroughly acquainted with its loading 
features; more especially with respect to the 
motallic ores, and minerals which have such 


ao economic value as to render their pursuit 
4 profitable occupation 


Tuhall not attempt to convince those per- 
sons who still disbelicves or pretend to diabe 
lieve the existence of a rich gold mining 
country in our rear townsbips, but merely 
say in passing to those who are honest in their 
disbellef, 


—--'' Where ignorance Is bliss, 
‘Tis folly to be wise,” 


‘To those who from enyy or any other cause, 
wilfully reject the evidence which meeta a 
candid person at every turn, and loudly pro 
claim their conviction that the whole affair is 
an imposition, “a gigantic swindle,” [ would 
aay that they surely do not consider how 
much the mischievous absurdity of thelr con. 
duct might injure their own prospects and 
circumstantes as well as those of their neigh- 
bors, were the facts which they pretend to 
dispute nottoo well established to be shaken 
or obscured by their breath. To both classes 
of doubters, I would also say, that it is an an- 
happy constituted mind that can travel from 
Dan to Beersheba, and then cry “all is barren.” 
Expressing at the same time ply own deliber- 
ate opinion, that as yet no one has the most 
remote idea of the actual riches which are a- 
waiting their dévelopment within a circle of 
some 50 miles in diameter, of which Madoc, 
Elzevir, Tudor, &c., may be taken as the cen- 
tral portion. I shall proceed with my “loose 
notes’’ without further preamble or delay. 


Gold, being at once the chief object of re- 
search, and the most valuable of the metals, 
is entitled to the first notice; andas I have 
daily proof in the various substances which 
are submitted to me for assay,or for my “opin- 
fon,” that many persons are engaged in 
searching for gold who do not know that me- 
tal when they see it, I shall begin by teach- 
ing the unpractised miner who may read 
these notes, how to distinguish “the real 
stuff,” should he be fortunate enough to find 
it, 

When a miner, then, findsa piece of bright 
yellow metallic substance, resembling gold 
in his opinion, let him lay it upon a piece of 
iron or steel, the handle of his crow-bar, or 
the face of his sledge, for instance, and strike 
it a smart blow with ahammer. If it breaks 
to pleces it is not gold; but if it flattens out 
without breaking, it has stood the first test, 
it is. malleable. 


Let him then apply the edge of his knife to 
the side of the metal, and if he can cut it as 
he can cut a plece off the rim ofa silver coin, 
but rather more easily, and the piece cut off 
does not crumble, it has stood the second teat, 
itis sectile. 

Let him then drop a small quantity of 
nitric acid (aquafortis) upon the metal, if it is 
base, the surface will ina few seconds turn 

in, and sinall bubbles of will begin to 
rise through the liquid, but if it is ““ real gold” 
the acid will have no more effect than so 
much water, and it has atood the third test, 
and its character may be conaidéred ag faily 
established. 


In my next, I shall treat of what are com- 
monly called “ indications of gold.”

NUMBER I. 


In my last I endeavored to inform the un- 
practised miner how to distinguish gold from 
other substances which outwardly resemble 
it ; I shall now attempt to{natruct him where 
and how to look for that metal. 


Gold is always found, when in such quanti- 
ties as to be visible to the naked eye, in the 
perfect or metallic form, and no ores of gold, 
properly so called, are known to exist. There- 
fore, when engaged in searching for gold the 
miner is not obliged to hunt it through the 
various disguises which conceal iron, copper, 
lead or silver from'any except the adept. 


Gold is generally found in, or in the imme- 
diate neighborhood of certain rocks known a8 
the Talcose and Chlorite Slates, which Sir 
Roderick Murchison characterizes as the gold- 
bearing rocks of the world, and particularly 
abounds where these rocks have been disturb- 
ed by volcanic action, altered by intense heat, 
and traversed by veins of Quartz, or other ex. 
traneous matter. In seeking then for a 
favorable placé to commence operations, the 
prospector should look for a place which 
gives indications of such action or disturbance, 
where the strata or bed of which the rocks 
consist, instead of lying flat in their natural 
position, are tilted up on edge, or at a consid 
erable angle from their original level; where 
they are broken and shattered and mixed u; 
with one another, or where they are contorte 
and twisted, and appear to have been at one 
time in a half-melted state. 


Having found a place which answers to 
this description, he must examine the rocks 
thomselyes, and see whether they are of the 
descriptions named above, as follows: Quartz 
is a very hard, and when pure, white or semi- 
transparent rock, which breaks into irregular 
shaped angular pieces, and which has an ap 
pearance as ifthe broken surfaces were smear 
ed with oll, It is sometimes found in large 
beds or masses, but more frequently in this 
district it existe in veins. or ptroake, from the 
thickness of a sheet of paper to Beveral feet 
in width, penetrating and traversing the 
other rocks Th ull directions. 


Talo is n soft, leafy mineral, easily split 
into acales or plates, and soft enough to cut 
with a knife. It has a peculiarly smooth, 
greasy or soapy feel. ‘Taleslate is much 
harder and sharper to the touch when brok- 
en, but still retains something of the slippery 
look and feel of itecharactoriatic mineral; ita 
color ia mostly a pale groeniah groy. Chior: 
ite Ia a dark, olive-groen substance, soft, but 
seldom leafy, more often masalve or granular 
in texture, Chilorite Slate fi sometimes very 
hard, and sharp enough to make good whet 
stones; it Js generally of a dark, greyish 
green or olive color, and breaks with a splin 
tery fracture. 

All these minerals are frequently plerced 
by long, slender, black crystalw of Tourma 
lino, or green ores of Actinolite, and contain 
more or loss mundic, or iron pyrites, a combi 
nation of iron with sulphur, one kind of 
which #0 much resembles, gold jn color aa to 
deceive any but a practised eye; but on be 
ing struck with a hammer St will fly t 
anit will also do if rapidly heated, w 
gold melts without docripliating, 

‘Thore are alao soveral kinds of limestone 
accompanying thoae rocks, one of which, com: 
posed of Time and Magnosia combined with 
Carbonle acid, J frequently the matrix in 
which the gold is deponited. Ita name in 
Dolomite, or whon crystallized, Bitterspar, 
and In it fs found the gold of the farfamed 
“Richardson Mine,”

yek. If he finds gold he can work the soil | 
ntil exhausted, and then commence to the 
ock mining process. But it is of no uso 
ierely to make a hole and throw out the 
meyments, as is too often done; the debris of 
vory blast should be carefully examined, 
yore especially thove parta where the differ 
at trata or beds of rock come in contact 
tith each other, or where any foreign sub- 
eance is imbedded in the stone, as it is in 
nich places that visible particles of gold may 
Jo expected to be discovered. Some portions 
ef the rock itself, especially of the tale or 
chlorie slates and the bitterspar, should be 
poundd, washed, fand amalgamated with 
mercury from time to time, and the mercury 
strain! through a piece of chamoig leather, 
when\f any gold be present it will not pass 
through, but be left in the form of an amal 
gam, rom Which the remaining quicksilver 
may auily be driven by heat.

From our own Correspondent 


Early settlement—Mr. Hayes, bis enterprise, 
failure, and death—Why he failed—The 
opinion then—Other Minerals—Gold—Pay- 
log quantities——Branches of Industry— 
False reports—Prosperity—Rumors—Mod- 
eration 

MARMORA, May 18, 1867. 

During the time occupied in the settle- 
ment and proyress of the present County 
of Hastings, the Township of Marmora 
was of little account, and in fact jas 
scarcely Known or heard of to the rest of 
the Province, until the late Mr. Hayes) es- 
tablished the Marmora Iron Works, That 
gentleman was an officer ju the British 
army, or was in government employ ib pne 
of the Royal Dock Yardsin England. He 
was possessed of considerable property, 
which was all embarked 19 the enterprize 
which proved so unfortunate to himself in 
its result, He lost’the whole of his capital 
in the undertaking, and returning to his 
native country, died in poverty and obseur- 
ity. Mr. Hayes was perfectly right in his 
estimate of the yalue of the immense dé 
posit of iron ore which he discovered, but 
he was led astray a& to the obstacles and 
difficulties which lay in the way of ulti 
mate success, owing to bad roads and the 
difficulty of procuring competent persons 
to carry out his expectations. He furnished 
an example (among other very numerous 
instances) of the folly of risking every- 
thing, in any business, without previous 
practical experience. Loans and. mort- 
gages made the failure complete, Even at 
that time au opinion was prevalent that 
gold was to be found in the country, and 
other metals and minerals were from time 
to time discovered, without any attempt 
to work them or to make them profitable. 

Farmers were too busy in the spring, sam- 

mer and fall, to be able to go out speculat- 

ing or prospecting, and in he winter season 
the snow came to hide all these treasures 
from observation, 


The country also, was too poor, too rough 
and uoinyiting to induce capitalists to 
make investments in. it, and so the time 
wore on, and very little progress of any 
description was made, until the discover 
of the now celebrated and \orld renowned 
Richardson Gold Mine. Then the con 
tion became general that gold was deposit- 
ed in a similar manner throughout |the 
country, and this idea has been realized, 
to some considerable extent, by the disdoy- 
ery of gold, in various places extending 
over a wide extent of territory. 


The question still remains to be settled 
as to paying quanti t gold having been 
brought to light,-and as to where these 
deposits are really situated, and until these 
two questions can be (étermined, wll will 
be mere speculation and uncertainty. The 
mere taking away of gold and selling it 
will be of little avail or of little benefit to 
the community at large, or to the country 
in general, unless some corresponding en 
couragement be given to all other branches 
of industry. If any other industry! be 
neglected in order to rua about gold 
hunting, without plan or system, o 
any kind, a sort of gambling will be 
generated, which may prove a curse to tis 
instead. of a blessing, This contiqual 
hankering after news or intelligence ftom 
the gold districts, concerning further 
coyeries or “indications” of the precious 
metal, genérates ia its turn a falsq or 
exaggerated report of what is discovered, 
or of that which really exists. 


In this Township there have been few 
lots, daring the past fall and winter! in 
whichsearches more or less sustained \haye 
not been made, and excavations haye teen 
made in many places, accordingly a3 /ap 
pearances were considered promising or 
otherwise. The artor science of gold dig- 
ging is, however, yet in its infancy, it, isa 
new pursuit or employment to most! of 
those engaged in it, T might send you 
reports of rumors respecting wonderful 
discoveries in this neighborhood, and of 
theamounts which haye been offered there 
for these lands, or for. mining leases, &c.. 
but in general it is better to Le slow to 
communicate news of this description, as 
if such reports or ramors prove to be truth 
or 90 much matter of fact, they will all be 
known and made public by the very force 
of time, of events and circumstances, 

“The olr bath bubbles as the water hath, 

And these are of them,” 
Itis quite necessary that moderation and 
caution be used in our estimates of these 
now features and developments of jour 
natural productions and resources, but no 
doubt it is a great and an important faot 
that we are living in a yold region, hod 
that time only can reveal ita resources or 
the amount and extent of them. — It is to 
be hoped that all will participate in the 
distribution or in the circulation of the 
new-found wealth of the country, either 
directly or indirectly, and that afew years 
more may fod this section of the Province 
much’ advanced’ in all that constitutes 
moral hod material greatoess, ’

The people spend 
much of their t in the open air, Pro 
cessions, ple-nics, excursions and publi 
display are frequent, Dancing is in. fash 
ion throughout the year, Two theatres 
are open almost constantly, and we have an 
opera every year, besides numerous conserts 
and lectures, “Those who wish to go out 
in a buggy usually drive to the splendid

bills west of the city. The chief summer 
resorts ure the various towns and warm 
springs of the valley near the bay, the 
Geysers, the Big Trees, Yosamite and San 
ta Cruz.

Wooden pails with a 
round bottomed tin lining are much the 
best, and are growing rapidly in favor in 
the oldest and best dairy districts, In short, 
the most scrupulous cleanliness should be 
observed throughout, not only care being 
tuken to clean the utensils, but to use such 
as are easily cleaned ; for without greater 
cleanliness, we can never rival the nice Mu 
yor ot the best grades of English cheese. 
Bad flavor is the great objection brought 
against American cheese, and itis the ver 
dict of the best judges that this is mainly 
due to the filthy condition of the milk 
when it reaches the factory. What Ameri 
can dairyman will not have his national 
pride aroused at the thoughtot taking two 
or three cents a pound less for his cheese 
because of his dirty habits in milking ¢ 
Let our farmers see to this, and give, us 
clean sweet milk, and we can beat the 
world in quality and price, Even with 
his “fogy” processes of ne aan 
Joho Bull rivals us by eirtue of his cleanli 
ness, Let us adopt that virtue, and we cap 
far exeeed him in the worla’s market

Preservation 0) 
rving meat has lately 
been patented by Professor Gamgee. By a 
novel and Apparently painless method of 
slaughtering tlie cattle ure caused to under 
go the preliminary pickling stage whilst in 
articulo mortis, and by this means the meat 
is endowed with the power of resisting de- 
composition and preserving its fresh pink 
color,for a period of 5 or 6 weeks, The com 
pletion of the process consists in packing 
the joints (containing bone, fat, skin, &c., 
just as they would be supplied by the 
butcher to customers) in an iron case, ex- 
hausting the air from it, and then filling up 
with a gas or vapor; after which the case 
is soldered down, and the preservative pro- 
cess is complete. So little is the appear- 
unce or taste of the meat affected by the 
new method of killing, that, at Christmas 
last, joints of meat from animals so slaugh- 
tered were in great request at a butcher's in

Runes ror Cow ManNacgkMent.—Cows 
should run dry six weeks before calving — 
if milked closely toward calving the calves 
will be poorer, 

A cow newly come in should not drivk 
cold water in cold weather but moderately 
warm slop. Onlves intended for raising 
should be taken from the cow within afew 
days, and they will be less liable to suck 
when they are old. Feed them first: on 
new milk for a while, thenskim milk, tak- 
ing care that all the changes are gradual, 
by adding only a portion at first. 

Hearty eaters are desirable for cows, and 
may usually be selected while calyes, A 
dainty calf will be a dainty cow, 


Heifers dried up too early after calving, 
will always rua dry abont the same time in 
after years—therefore be careful to milk 
closely the first year, until ubout six weeks 
before calving. 

Spring cows should come in when they 
are yet fed oa hay, and before they are 
turned to grass, which will be more likely 
to prevent caked bag and milk fever,
